TEAM NOTES AGAINST SEATTLE 

• The Revs lead the all-time regular-season series with a 4-3-2 record in the nine previ¬ 
ous meetings between the two sides. 

• The Revs have posted a 1-2-1 record at CenturyLink Field, though the club has not 
won at there (formerly Qwest Field) since earning a 1-0 win in the first regular-season 
meeting between the sides on Aug. 20, 2009. 

• The last time the Revs travelled to Seattle was on April 13, 2013 with the two sides 
playing to a 0-0 draw. 

• Sunday’s match is the only regular-season game between the two teams this season. 
This is the fourth year in a row the teams will only meet once. 

• The Revs are 3-1 -1 all-time at home against the Sounders, including a 5-0 victory over 
them in the last meeting between the two sides on May 11,2014. 

• In seven of the first nine metings between the Revolution and Sounders, the teams 
have combined to score at least three goals. 

• New England has shutout Seattle in each of their last two meetings. The Sounders 
have not scored a goal against the Revs since June 30 2012 in a 2-2 draw at Gillette 
Stadium in the last 235 minutes of play between the sides. 

• Six of the nine meetings have finished as a draw or with a one-goal margin. Each side 
is 2-2-2 in those six contests. 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST SEATTLE 

• Diego Fagundez has four goals in three appearances against the Sounders, including 
a pair of goals against Seattle on May 11, 2014. He tallied the second goal of his MLS 
career against the Sounders on Oct. 1, 2011, when he was making the first start of his 
career, and he added a 95th-minute equalizer in the 2-2 draw on June 30, 2012. Three 
of his four goals have come at Gillette Stadium. 

• Two other players - Teal Bunbury and Chris Tierney - have single goals against the 
Sounders. Bunbury had a goal and an assist for the Revs in last year’s 5-0 win over 
Seattle on May 11. 

• Tierney, who had an assist on Bunbury’s goal against Seattle last season, scored 
the first goal of his MLS career against Seattle on Sept. 4, 2010 in a 3-1 Revs win at 
home. 

• Juan Agudelo has three goals against Seattle in four appearances, though none have 
come as a member of the Revolution. He scored his first career MLS goal in his only 
appearance against Seattle as a member of the New York Red Bulls, tallying the 
game-winner in a 1 -0 win on March 19, 2011 at Red Bull Arena. He added two goals in 
three appearances while with Chivas USA with both goals coming at StubHub Center. 

• Daigo Kobayashi has two assists in four appearances against Seattle. Both assists 
came while he played for Vancouver as he set up a pair of goals in a 4-1 road win for 
the Whitecaps at CenturyLink Field on Oct. 9, 2013. 

• Bobby Shuttleworth is 1-1-1 all-time against Seattle with a 1.00 goals against average 
and two shutouts, including last season’s 5-0 shutout on May 11, 2014. His first-ever 
MLS start came at Seattle on June 5, 2010, with the Revs suffering a 3-0 defeat in that 
game. 

• Brad Knighton is 1 -1 -1 all-time against the Sounders with a 1.00 goal against average 
and one shutout. All three appearances came in the Cascadia Cup while he was a 
member of Vancouver Whitecaps FC. 

• Kevin Alston and Darrius Barnes each played in the first-ever meeting between the 
Revolution and Sounders on Aug. 20, 2009 in Seattle. New England head coach Jay 
Heaps also played in that game while Chris Tierney was an unused substitute. 

• Two current Seattle players - Chad Barrett and Clint Dempsey - formerly played for the

TEAM NOTES 


REVOLUTION OPEN 20TH SEASON IN MLS 

The New England Revolution will open their 20th season of play in MLS on Sunday 
night when they take on Seattle Sounders FC. This is the 19th time in those 20 
years that the club has opened the season on the road. The only time that the Revs 
opened the season at home was in 2008 when they earned a 3-0 win over the 
Houston Dynamo in a rematch of the 2006 and 2007 MLS Cup. 

All-time, the Revs are 5-10-4 in their season-opener, including a 1-2-0 record under 
Jay Heaps, losing 1-0 in San Jose in 2012, beating Chicago 1-0 a year later and 
then falling 4-0 to Houston last season. Seattle will be the 10th different team that 
the Revs have opened their season against. The Revs have opened their season 
four times against the Galaxy, three times agianst the Earthquakes and Fire, twice 
against the Dynamo, MetroStars (now New York Red Bulls) and the now defunct Mi¬ 
ami Fusion and once each against Dallas, D.C. United and the Tampa Bay Mutiny, 
who beat New England 3-2 on April 13,1996 in the first game in club history. 

All-time, the Revolution are 225-255-115 in 595 regular-season matches, scoring 
829 goals and conceding 899, leaving them one goal shy of becoming the first team 
in league history to allow 900 league goals. 

PLAYING AS THE CONFERENCE CHAMPIONS 

The Revolution won their fifth Eastern Conference Championship in 2014, defeating 
the New York Red Bulls 4-3 on aggregate for the right to play for MLS Cup. That 
was the fifth time that New England had reached MLS Cup, good for the third-most 
in MLS history, and the first since 2007, equaling the longest stretch in club history 
without an appearance in the league’s championship. 

While the club is just 5-10-4 all-time in season openers, they are 2-1-1 in their first 
game of the year when playing as the reigning conference champions. Additionally, 
the Revs have finished each season as reigning conference champions with more 
wins than losses and have failed to reach the Conference Championship just once. 

COMING OFF A RECORD SETTING SEASON 

The Revolution tied a club record with 17 regular-season wins in 2014, going 17-13- 
4 for 55 points. While the 55 points were the second-most in club history, four less 
than the club record of 59 points in 2005, the 17 wins were equal to the club’s total 
from that season. One year after registering 17 wins in 2005, the Revs returned to 
MLS Cup, going 12-8-12 for 48 points and then defeating Chicago and D.C. United 
to return to MLS Cup for the second consecutive season. 

New England’s 17 wins last season were tied for the second-most in MLS last 
season along with D.C. United and the LA Galaxy. Only Seattle, with 20 victories, 
had more than the Revs. 

A FAMILIAR LOOK 

The Revs’ last regular-season game was on Oct. 25, when they beat Toronto FC 
1-0 at Gillette Stadium. Their last MLS game in was on Dec. 7 when they fell 2-1 
to the LA Galaxy in extra time of MLS Cup. Twelve of the 14 players that were on 
the field for the Revs in each of those games are back with the club this season. 

The only players to appear in each of those games that are no longer on the Revs’ 
roster are forward Patrick Mullins - who was selected by NYC FC in the Expansion 
Draft - and defender A. J. Soares, who was out of contract after the season and 
signed with Viking FK in Norway last month. 

WELCOME BACK JUAN 

On January 30, the Revolution officially welcomed Juan Agudelo back to the squad, 
signing him to a multi-year contract. Originally acquired by the Revs in a trade from 
Chivas USA in May 2013, Agudelo scored seven goals and had one assist in 14 
regular-season games for the Revs that season, helping the club reach the MLS 
Cup Playoffs for the first time since 2009. He was out of contract after that season 
and signed with Stoke City in the English Premier League. After failing to secure a 
work permit to play in England, Agudelo went on loan to FC Utrecht of the Dutch 
Eredivisie for the second half of the 2013-14 season. 


In 14 appearances with Utrecht, Agudelo scored three goals - including two 
game-winners - and set up three others to help the club finish in tenth place on the 
season. He returned to Stoke following the season but was again unable to secure a 
work permit, leading to the mutually agreed termination of his contract with the club 
and making him a free agent. 

Prior to joining the Revs, Agudelo played for the New York Red Bulls and Chivas 
USA, scoring 11 goals in 59 games. He also has two goals in 18 appearances with 
the U.S. National Team, becoming the youngest player in U.S. history to score a 
goal when he tallied the game-winner in his debut a 1-0 win over South Africa in a 
firendly on Nov. 17,2010. He also has three assists with the National Team, having 
last played for his country in March 2014 against Ukraine. 

HELLO... 

In addition to Agudelo, the Revs added five additional players to the club’s roster 
for this season. Defender Jeremy Hall was acquired in a trade with Toronto FC in 
January with New England sending the club’s fourth round pick in the 2015 MLS 
SuperDraft to the Reds. Then, on the day of that SuperDraft, the Revs traded their 
second round pick (XX overall) to Seattle in exchange for the rights to forward Sean 
Okoli, who signed with New England four days later. 

In the last week, the Revs have signed three players who had been on trial with the 
club throughout the preseason. London Woodberry, a former FC Dallas Homegrown 
Player who played in the USL last season was signed on Feb. 28, as was midfielder 
Tyler Rudy, who was undrafted after a four-year college career at Georgetown. New 
England’s roster grew to 25 on Thursday when the club officially signed goalkeeper 
Trevor Spangenberg, who had made one appearance as a rookie with Chivas USA 
last season. 

... GOODBYE 

While those six came in, 12 players departed the club during the offseason. The 
exodus began the day after MLS Cup when Dimitry Imbongo and Geoffrey Castillion 
were traded to the Colorado Rapids along with a second round pick in the Super- 
Draft in exchange for Joe Nasco and a third round SuperDraft pick. Just a few days 
later, Patrick Mullins and Tony Taylor were each selected by New York City FC in the 
Expansion Draft. 

In addition to those four, Andre Akpan, Larry Jackson, Shalrie Joseph, Steven Mc¬ 
Carthy, Jossimar Sanchez, Luis Soffner and Alec Sundly did not have their options 
picked up. 

Last month, A.J. Soares, the Revs’ reigning Defender of the Year and Players’ Player 
of the Year signed with Norwegian club Viking FK on a free transfer after his contract 
with New England had expired. 

REVS FINISH PRESEASON STRONG 

The Revolution finished with a 3-2-1 record in their six preseason games, including 
wins in each of their last two games. During the first part of the club’s preseason in 
Casa Grande, Arizona, the Revs earned a 2-1 win over Real Salt Lake and suffered 
a 2-0 defeat to Vancouver Whitecaps FC. The Revs then returned to Arizona - head¬ 
ing to Tucson this time - for the Desert Diamond Cup. 

After losing their tournament opener against Real Salt Lake, the Revs were un¬ 
beaten in their last three games, playing to a 1-1 draw with Colorado before coming 
back to claim a 2-1 win over Seattle and closing out the competition with a 3-0 win 
over tournament hosts FC Tucson. 

The Revs scored eight goals during the preseason while conceding six. 
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TEAM NOTES 


DAVIES AND OKOLI TOP THE CHARTS 

Charlie Davies and Sean Okoli finished tied for the Revs’ team lead with two goals 
each during the preseason. Both players scored in the preseason opener against 
Real Salt Lake on Jan. 31 before Davies added a late game-winner agianst Seattle 
on Feb. 25 and Okoli scored the final goal in a 3-0 win over FC Tucson three days 
later. 

Davies and Okoli combined for half of the Revs’ eight preseason goals with Teal 
Bunbury, Diego Fagundez and Kelyn Rowe each scoring once while New England 
also benefited from an own goal scored by Seattle. 

FAGUNDEZ FINALLY 20 

For the first time in his professional career, Diego Fagundez will not enter a season 
as a teenager. Now in his fifth season with the club, Fagundez turned 20 on Feb. 14. 
He scored an MLS record 22 goals as a teenager, six more than Eddie Gaven and 
seven more than Jozy Altidore while his 13 goals in 2013 set an MLS single season 
record for goals by a teenager. 

During the offseason, Fagundez represented Uruguay at the South American U-20 
Championship. He appeared in four games in the competition, helping the tourna¬ 
ment hosts finish in third place and book a spot in this summer’s FIFA U-20 World 
Cup in New Zealand. 

#MVLEE RETURNS 

Revolution midfielder Lee Nguyen joined the team in Tucson on Feb. 25 for the final 
few days of training while at the Desert Diamond Cup. He had spent the majority of 
preseason training with the U.S. National Team and was given additional time off in 
order to rehab a groin injury that had plagued him since last season. 

In 2014, Nguyen enjoyed one of the best seasons in Revolution history, scoring 18 
regula-season goals and adding five assists to be named the Revs’ Most Valuable 
Player and a finalist for the MLS MVP award. He finished fourth in MLS in scoring 
while his nine game-winning goals led MLS and set a new club record. The top 
scoring midfielder and American in MLS a year ago, Nguyen was essential to New 
England’s success with the club going 13-1 -2 when he had a goal or an assist. 

He was even better in the playoffs, adding two goals and three assists in five 
games, helping to catch the eye of the U.S. National Team coaching staff. Despite 
having not represented his country since the 2007 Copa America, Nguyen was 
called in for a November friendly against Colombia. He was then included in the 
squad for January’s training camp, playing in friendlies against Chile and Panama, 
giving him six career caps. 

TWO DOWN 

The Revolution will open the 2015 season with two players that were with the club 
during its run to MLS Cup last season as Jermaine Jones and Donnie Smith are 
each unavailable for Sunday’s opener because of injuries. 

After training with the U.S. National Team for much of the winter, Jones underwent 
surgery on Feb. 10 to repair a sports hernia. The procedure was scheduled to keep 
him out of action for 4-6 weeks and he remains in Southern California rehabing the 
injury with the National Team medical staff. 

While he has not yet trained with the Revs this season, Smith suffered his injury 
while training with the club in Tucson, Arizona last month. After playing at left back 
in the first game of the Desert Diamond Cup against Real Salt Lake, Smith missed 
each of the final three after undergoing surgery to repair a left groin injury that he 
picked up. He is also scheduled to miss 4-6 weeks. 


BENGTSON REMAINS WITH BELGRANO 

While Jones and Smith are unavailable because of injuries, Jerry Bengtson is 
unavailable while on loan in Argentina with Belgrano. Originally signed by the 
Revs in July 2012, Bengtson scored four goals in 36 regular season appear¬ 
ances for the club, though he never scored more than two in a single season 
and never played at least half of the club’s regular-season games. 

In July 2014, just more than two years after signing with New England, Bengtson 
was sent to Belgrano for a year-long loan. Since moving to Argentina last sum¬ 
mer, the 27-year-old has one goal in 10 games for his club, making one appear¬ 
ance in the current Primera Division season, which kicked off last month. 

HEAPS BEGINS FOURTH SEASON ON THE BENCH 

Revolution head coach Jay Heaps will begin his fourth season in charge of the 
club that he played for from 2001 until his retirement after the 2009 season. Al¬ 
ready the second longest tenured coach in club history, Heaps has increased the 
club’s win total in each of his first three seasons, leading the Revs to nine wins 
in 2012 (after a club record low of five wins in 2011, Steve Nicol’s final season in 
charge), 14 in 2013 and 17 last season, tying a club record. 

In his first three seasons on the New England bench, Heaps has a 40-41-21 
regular-season record and a 4-2-1 mark in the postseason, having led the Revs 
to the playoffs in each of the last two seasons. Only the second coach (besides 
Nicol) to lead the Revs to the postseason on multiple occasions, Heaps enters 
the 2015 campaign as the fifth longest tenured coach in MLS. Only Bruce Arena 
(LA Galaxy), Ben Olsen (D.C. United), Sigi Schmid (Seattle Sounders FC) and 
Peter Vermes (Sporting Kansas City) have been with their respective clubs 
longer. 

A RARE WEST COAST TRIP 

Sunday’s game in Seattle is one of just two trips that the Revs will make to the 
West Coast this season. Five of the 10 teams in the Western Conference are 
located near the coast, but three of them (LA, San Jose and Vancouver) will 
visit Gillette Stadium this season. New England’s only only trip to the Pacific 
will come on June 6 when they face the Portland Timbers at Providence Park. 
Following that game, the Revs are not scheduled for any road trips beyond the 
Central Time Zone. 

Last season, the Revs were 1-3-0 on the road against the Western Conference, 
beating San Jose for their first win of the season on March 29. The three losses - 
against Real Salt Lake, LA Galaxy and FC Dallas - all came in the month of July 
amid an eight-game losing streak for the Revs. 

LAST TIME OUT AGAINST SEATTLE 

The Revolution enjoyed one of their best performances of the year the last time 
they face Seattle, cruising to a 5-0 win over the Sounders at Gillette Stadium. 
Diego Fagundez scored a pair of first half goals while Patrick Mullins and Teal 
Bunbury also scored in the opening 45 minutes, giving the Revs a 4-0 lead at the 
break. A Chad Marshall own goal in the first minute of the second half made the 
score 5-0 and sent the Revs on to their biggest win of the season. 

The five goals tied a season-high for the Revs and was the second time in as 
many seasons that they had earned a 5-0 win at home, having beaten the LA 
Galaxy 5-0 on June 2,2013. 
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FLAG OF NEW ENGLAND 


Long before the sewing of the American 
flag as we know it -- before there were 
the United States, and hundreds of years 
before its slightly-altered stars and stripes 
emerged on the Revolution club badge - a 
flag of a different design was fbwn proudly 
in the early colonies that now comprise 
New England. 

Historic Revolutionary War artist John Trumbull’s depiction of the Battle of Bunker Hill 
featured a red flag with a green pine tree, which often served as a representation of the 
New England colonies. While historians argue the exact dates of origin of this early flag, 
over time, the design stood out as a symbol of honor for the territory. 

It was a reflection of unification. It’s fbwn as an homage to the region’s pride and pas¬ 
sion. 

No group has more pride or passion than Revolution supporters, who have fbwn the flag 
of New England in Gillette Stadium, and the former Foxboro Stadium, since the club’s 
inception in 1996. 

With such a deep connection to both club and country on many different levels, the flag 
of New England now adorns the Revolution uniforms - both as testament to the region’s 
revolutionary history, and as a visual representation of the club’s supporters. 

Situated on the back of the jersey, at the base of the neck - a position reserved for the 
most meaningful representations on soccer jerseys - the flag of New England now lives 
in honor on the back of every New England Revolution jersey. 

Sitting above the players’ last names, the Revolution and supporters alike are reminded 
that the club holds true to its community’s historic roots in reverence, and continues to 
proudly represent the historic region of New England, while symbolically bringing the
